Woman sent 
to prison for 
manslaughter 
charge

46th Circuit Trial Court Judge 
Dennis Murphy stuck with state 
sentencing guidelines on 
Monday when he sent a 46-year 
old Beaver Creek Township 
woman to prison for killing her 
long-time friend. 

Catherine Ann Belski was 
sentenced in Crawford County 
Circuit Court Monday to serve 
38 months to 15 years in prison. 

Last month, Belski entered a 
no contest plea to homicide- 
‘manslaughter on the second day 
‘of her jury trial for allegedly 
‘killing Laurie Pray Paulison, 44, 
‘on June 20, 2004. 

Belski was accused of suffo- 
cating Paulison by pushing her 
head down into the area where a 
roll away bed meets the back of 
-a couch after they had been 
‘arguing over alcohol use. 

Sitting between her attorneys 
Monday, Belski looked down 
during much of the sentencing 
proceeding and wiped tears 
‘from her eyes as statements 
‘from Paulison's family were 
fread.

that are fully successful in pre- 
venting healthy ash trees from 
future infestation., For ash. trees, 
already infested, attempts to save 
trees have produced varied and 
inconclusive results, which have 
made it difficult for researchers 
to recommend an effective treat- 
ment. Because of this, state and 
federal agricultural officials have 
instead focused on tree removal 
and containment to prevent the 
spread of the emerald ash borer. 

In September, the first detec- 
tion of the beetle in the Upper 
Peninsula was made at the 
Brimley State Park, which 
authorities believe was most like- 
ly caused by firewood brought 
from below the Mackinac 
Bridge. To slow the spread of 
the emerald ash borer, the State 
of Michigan and the USS. 
Department of Agriculture have 
instituted a quarantine that limits, 
and in some cases prohibits, the 
movements of at-risk wood 
throughout the state. Whenever 
the beetle is found, all infested 
ash trees within a half-mile 
radius are removed, 

Due to a lack of adequate 
funding, the state has struggled 
10 contain the ash borer. 
Already, chipping facilities have 
closed and quarantine check- 
points have been scaled back. I 
have worked closely with 
Governor Jennifer Granholm,

College-bound high school 
students can take the ACT col- 
lege admission and placement 
exam on Dec. [0, the next 
national test date. The deadline 
for postmark or online registra- 
tion is Nov, 4. The late registra- 
tion deadline is Nov.I7 ( an 
additional $18 fee is required for 
late registration). Students can 
get registration materials from 


their high school counselor or 


they can register online ~ on 
ACT’s student website 
(www.actstudent.org). Students 
can also find the testing location 
closest to them on this website. 

The ACT.is‘an achievement 
test that measures what students 
have learned in school. The 
basic ACT exam includes four 
parts: English, reading, mathe- 
matics and science. An option- 
al writing test is also available. 
Some coitleges require or recom- 
mend a wriling score, but many 
do not. To find out if a writing 


score ts required by particular 
colleges, students may visit 
ACT’s website tor a searchable 
list, or they may check with the 
colleges directly. ACT scores 
are accepted by virtually all col- 
leges across the nation. 

Some students perform better 
on the ACT than on other col- 
lege entrance exams because it 
is based on achievement, not 
aptitude. The basic exam takes 
three hours to complete, plus an 
additional 30 minutes for those 
who opt to take the writing test. 

The basic registration fee for 
the ACT is $29. An additional 
$14 fee is required for those who 
choose to take the ACT Writing 
Test, bringing the total registra- 
tion fee to $43 for these stu- 
dents. Free sample tests are 
available from school coun- 
selors and on ACT’s website, 
which also offers additional 
practice for tests for a minimal

Ginger Pray, Paulison's identical 
twin sister. “When Catherine 
killed my sister, she sentenced 
me to a lifetime of loneliness and 
feeling incomplete.” 

Belski’s sentencing hearing 
lasted nearly three hours as 
Crawford County Assistant 
Prosecutor Dave Sabin and 
Carole Stanyar, Belski's defense 
attorney, argued over the scoring 
for the sentencing guidelines. 

Sabin urged Murphy to. stick 
with stringent scores for the 
guidelines since Paulison suf- 
fered several injuries to her head 
and upper body before she died. 

Stanyar ailempted to get 
Belski’s prison sentence lowered 
so she could enter a long-term 


residential substance abuse treat- 
ment facility. She argued that 
Belski did not torture Paulison, 
but was negligent because she 
was not able to help her since she 
was under the influence of alco- 
hol and = prescription drugs. 
Finally, Stanyar said she hoped 
that Murphy would follow a pre- 
vious plea offer in which Sabin 
said Belski would be sentenced 
to serve 10 to [9 months in jail. 
Sabin said that Belski had the 
option to plead to the manslaugh- 
ter charge twice prior to her trial 
and that offer was no longer in 
effect due to new information he 
had learned about the case. 
“Everything was off the table 
when she pleaded no contest on 
the second day of her trial,” 


Sabin said, 

Prior to her sentencing, Belski 
apologized for her actions. 

“I am sorry that I did not deal 
with my substance abuse prob- 
lem,’ Belski said. “I failed 
Laurie, I failed her family and I 
failed my family. I’m sorry for 
bringing everyone here, especial- 
ly the jurors.” 

Before the sentencing, Murphy 
said Belski would have sub- 
stance abuse treatment options 
while in prison. He said he was 
mandated to follow sentencing 
guidelines because of a history of 
domestic violence between 
Belski and Paulison and due to 
the substance abuse issues.

AN ORDINANCE TO AMEND SECTION 5.05 OF 
THE LOVELLS TOWNSHIP’ ZONING ORDI- 
NANCE. 


LOVELLS TOWNSHIP HEREBY ORDAINS: 


Section 1. 


Amendment of Section 5.05. 


Section 5.05 of the Lovells Township Zoning Ordinance is hereby amended to. read in its entirety as 
follows: 


Section 5.05 - LIMITATION OF FUNNEL DEVELOPMENT 


A. In order to restrict ihe number of users of lake frontage for the purpose of preserv- 
ing the water quality of the lakes, avoiding congestion on the lakes, and preserving 
the quality of the recreationai use of the lakes within the Township, the owner of a 
waterfront lot abutting a lake may provide legal access to the lake for dwelling units 
located on non-waterfront lots only if afl of the following requirements are met: 


t. The waterfront lot shall have take frontage of no fess two hundred (200) 
feet as measured along the ordinary-high water mark. 


The density formula for the number of dwelling units located on both the 
waterfront lot and non-waterfront lots that may have legal access to the 
lake either from or over a waterfront lot shall not exceed one (1) dwelling 
unit per fifty (50) feet of lake frontage on such waterfront lot as measured 
along the ordinary water mark. 


Any legal access to the lake over a waterfront lot shall have a minimum 
lake frontage of forty (40) feet and an additional ten (10) feet of Jake 
frontage for each dwelling unit in excess of four (4) that is provided legal 
access to the lake over the same waterfront lot as measured along the 
ordinary-high water mark. 


Only one (1) area of legal access to the.lake shall be permitted on a water- 
front lot. 


* 


5, An instrument creating the legal access to the lake, whether granted by 
single fee ownership, joint fee ownership, an interest in a general or limit- 
ed common element of a condominium development, an easement, or a 
lease, shall be recorded in the Crawford County Register of Deed's Office 
and a recorded copy filed with the Zoning Administrator, 


Subsection A above, however, shall not apply to a public access site or waterfront 
lot under the possession and control of a governmental agency, including but not 
limited to Lovells Township, Crawford County, the Crawford County Road 
Commission, or the State of Michigan, that is intended to provide the general pub- 
lic access to the water. 


C. Funnel development shail not be allowed on the AuSable River or designated trib- 
utaries, according to the AuSable Natural River Plan. 


Section 2. Effective Date. 


This Ordinance shall become effective eight (8) days after being published in a newspaper of gener- 
al circulation within the township,
